Seated 
os Us back a troop of sid lers would get 
along passably well over a smooth road, 
well furnished with the bird’s favorite fod­ 
der of stones, which has made the stom­ 
ach of sa enrich proverbial; but when the 
bust of war blew in his ears, the whole 
command woald at once be seen bounding 
in retreat oyer the plains. And he Indeed 
would be a matchless rider who could 
then retain his seat, as his two-footed 
steed scurried along at the rate ot twenty- 
nve miles an hoar, and covered iourteen 
or fifteen feet every stride. 
In such 
circumstances, a troop of cavalry would be 
as harmless to the enemy as a brigade of 
JohuGilpins, and not nearly so entertain­ 
ing to spectators. 
On the whole, therefore, it seems un­ 
desirable 
that our cavalry should be 
mounted on ostriches, and it is to be hoped 
that a deaf ear will be turned to the advo

OF THE 


A MISSOURI GAVE. 


T h e B o n e s o f H u m a n P ig m ie s R e ­ 
p o r te d to H a v e B e e n D isc o v e r e d * 


From the St. Louis Republican. 
The Alexandria Commercial mentions 
the existence in Clarke county of some 
prehistoric relics of a very unusual and 
interesting character. There are, it says, 
numerous mounds in the central and west­ 
ern portions of the county which have 
attracted little attention I rom archaeolo­ 
gists. A few of them have been dog into 
and pieces of pottery obtained, but no 
thorough exploration has been made. The 
mounds are scattered promiscuously and 
witnout any apparent order all over the 
county, except in the bottom region on the 
Mississippi; none are to be found there. 
As the county is brought into cultivation 
the hills are plowed over and over and re­ 
duced, and by this processs in the course of 
years they will be made to disappear. 
A 
considerable number of stone idols have 
been dug up and arc now in possession of 
individuals. But the strangest fact stated 
by the Commercial is the existence of a 
caye In which the bones of exiinct species 
of animals and human skeletons have been 
found. 
It says: “ There is a cave on 
(he bluff overlooking Fox river, between 
Soyder’s aud McCarty’s mills, (hat is full of 
quaint shells, bones of animals unknown 
at the present day, aud skeletons of men 
and women not more than half as large as 
(hose who live here at the present time.” 
This cave was known to the settlers as 
early as 1835, but of late years the entrance 
of it has been filled up with washings Irom 
the bluff, and no one L as curiosity enough 
to reopen and explore it. 
if it is such a 
receptacle of bones as is claimed it de­ 
serves the attention of investigators. Bone 
caves have been discovered in England, 
Ireland and Germany, and their contents, 
consoling chally of the DOD??of an enor­ 
mous extinct bear aud ot inferior animals 
which were Its prey, have yielded much 
interesting information to scholars; but 
we believe no such receptacle has been 
discovered In the Mississippi Valley. If, 
therefore, such a cive as the 
Alexan­ 
dria Commercial describes, containing 
me 
bones 
of 
extinct 
species 
of animals and of 
human 
pigmies, 
has been lound in Clarke county, the dis­ 
covery is most important. Clarke county is 
the northea.st corner of Missouri, bounded 
oo the east and north by the Mississippi 
and Des Moines rivers and the Iowa line.

The tramp of the old lady from Maine 
to this city, on her way to her children in 
Chester, shows what pluck can accomplish 
In spite of the infirmities of o ld age. From 
different parts of the State come stories of 
other old people's achievements, the read­ 
ing of which is calculated to put the 
indolent young people of the present day 
to the blush. 
There is the old man fond of periorming 
pedestrian feats. His name is John Stein- 
metz and his age is 74 years. 
He is the 
oldest and most active person in the neigh* 
borhood of Btckersville, Bucks comity. A 
short time ago he visited his daughter who 
lives near Springfield, Chester county. He 
traveled on foot and returned the same 
day, making a total distance of eighteen 
miles. He thinks nothing of walking to 
Heading and returning the same day. 
. Then there is the industrious old man— 
the man who rises with the lark, saws 
wood before breakfast, and cares nothing 
for rain or storm. In* Robeson township, 
Berks county, John Robinson, 83 years old 
raked and bound the cutting of a rye field 
His only assistance was a young women, 
ami the yield ui&de 183 shocks. 
Another who has distinguished himself 
in the field is William Lauck, living near 
Friedensburg, Berks comity. He is a re­ 
markably healthy uhd active old gentle­ 
man. During harvest he went into the 
field and commenced binding grain, and lo 
less than half a day he bound 200 large 
sheaves. He is a tailor by trade, and is not 
used to workiug in the sun. 
A hard workmg old couple live in Dor- 
ranee lowusnip, Luzerne couuty. William 
McDermott is 82 years of age and his wife 
is 77. This old couple worked in the har­ 
vest field all the past week, the old gentle­ 
man cradling and bis wife binding up the 
sheaves. It Is doubted if there is another 
couple of such an age in the country capa­ 
ble ut doing this kind oh work.

Wonderful 
Engineering Achieve­ 
m ent of Ends, the MisslsslppUettj 
Man. 
Edmond Hudson in Boston Herald 
Gee of the remarkable men of bi* time 
hat just experienced a stroke of fortune 
such as is not uncommon with him. The 
tides at the mouth of the Mississippi have 
done the bidding of Captain Eads and has 
brought him solvency and success. 
The 
great work of creating a 30-foot channel at 
the mouth of the river has been accom­ 
plished, nod the amount ot money for 
which Captain Eads agreed to do the work 
has been found sufficient, so that the back­ 
ers ot Captain Eads and the Government 
are both satisfied. Eads made his name as 
the builder of the St. Louis bridge, one of 
the greatest works of the century. 
That 
undertaking, although a perfect iriamph of 
engineering skill, brought financial disaster 
to the company which supplied the funds 
It was too great a work tor a priyate cor­ 
poration. It is said that Eads, while watch­ 
ing its erection saw so many novel oppor­ 
tunities for the exercise of ingenuity and 
skill that he look oat no lees than 300 
patents on devices which were suggested 
to him. The bridge was hardly completed 
before Eads brought forward his plan tor 
opening the mouth ot the Mississippi 
From the first he had the strenuous oppo­ 
sition of the engineers of the army. The 
mc Gt eminent engineers were detailed to 
report on hi9 scheme, and they reported 
against it. Eads pressed his plan, and a 
commission was sent by the Government 
to examine the jetties at the mouth ot the 
Danube. The report was not unfavorable. 
Eads secured the political influence ot the 
whole Mississippi Valley, and carried the 
necessary legislation through Congress. An 
appropriation of four or Ave millions was 
required, and Congress appropriated it, to 
he paid in instalment. Eads went to work 
and got along slowly at first. He had great 
obstacles to overcome, and it was found 
that the amount of money needed to carry 
on the work exceeded the amount of the 
instalments. 
Two years in succession Captain Eads 
was obliged to come here and ask favors of 
Angie king I Congress and tho Executive. 
The engi­ 
neers and many others continued to doubt 
the 
ultimate 
success 
of 
his idea. 
The 
Cincinnati 
Commercial opposed 
ii constantly and denounced it as a hum­ 
bug. Unforseen obstacles arose to delay 
the work. It w&9 found that the water 
confined between the jetties did not scour 
the channel out evenly. 
Large lumps of j 
mud were left, which required artificial 
means for their removal* 
Captain Eads 
was obliged to go to Pittsburg, and spend 
nearly $200,000 for a dredging vessel of 
entirely novel design. 
He began with a 
channel in the pass, in some places only 
eight feet deep, and the currents at first 
scoured it out slowly. 
Tfie deeper the 
channel became the niQre rapidly it deep­ 
ened. The other day he obtained a depth 
ut thirty lect, which was all that he had 
ever agreed to secure. 
His euccees was 
complete, and the engineers were nowhere, 
Eads is a smallish and rather fragile look­ 
ing man. A peculiar pallor of his skin 
and a very quiet macner make bim seem 
even smaller than he is. 
But he ha9 a 
Very thoughtful aud determined lace. He 
looks like a man who has the utmost con­ 
fidence in himself and who knows how to 
wait. 
The personal influence he bas ex­ 
ercised here by virtue of his connection 
with the jettl*s has been enormous. When 
be wanted favors trom Congress and the 
President took rooms at the Higgs House 
and became “a society man.” 
With his 
carriage he drove about town every night, 
attending all the receptions and entertain­ 
ments. No man wa9 more frequently seen 
at the White House in the winter even­ 
ings. He undershot J the arts oi society 
and early ingratiated himself with Mrs 
tidy es. He did the agreeable to all mem­ 
bers' wives and could give elderly lobbyist 
itssons in the science of ‘‘getting votes.” 
it was he who was mainly instrumental in 
inducing the President to abandon the idea 
ol vetoing the river and harbor appropria­ 
tion bill last March. Sherman had talked 
Mr. Hayes iato the idea and tne veto mea- 
sage was written and lay in the President'a 
room at the Capital in the last hours of the 
session. Eads rallied a tremendous pres­ 
sure from Senators and members and c u ­ 
rled bis point 
Now that his jetties have won the day, lo 
is turning his aiieniion to a ship railway 
across the Isthmus ot Panama. That is an 
idea which is less likely to succeed, but it 
would not be surprising to see Eads ra le 
a few millions ot dollars and try it. Ile 
will always have some big scheme on hand. 
Like many other inventors and leading 
men 
he 
does 
not 
enrich 
himself by his ideas. Of course there was 
no money far him in the St. Louis bridge

Mr. G. Hilton Scribner, ex-Secretary of 
State for New York, bas been giving to 
the Troy Timts his views on the moment­ 
ous geological changes through which the 
earth has parsed, and is still passing. Mr- 
S crib n er Ands a ready solution of many ol 
the difficulties which perplex the geologist. 
The epochs through which the globe has 
passed are due largely, if not woolly, he 
believes, to the fact that the earth’s axis 
describes a circle in the northern heavens, 
and that the effect of this is to cause the 
earth to pass through long winters and 
summers of 11,000 years each. “During 
its winter,” says .Mr. Scribner, “each 
hemisphere is submerged under the ocean ; 
its vegetation compressed into coal beds ; 
its whole surface covered with marine 
deposits and sediment transported and 
scattered by ocean currents ; and thus 
enriched, it rises again after a loDg winter 
oi 11,000 years, to be renewed in life, 
clothed with vegetation and beauty, to 
become again the theater of activity through 
a vast summer as long as its season of repose. 
Sixty-five coal-beds iu horizontal layers, 
one above auother, have been opened in 
the British islands, which makes it proba­ 
ble that at least sixty-fiye of these long 
years have passed tlnce vegetation grew 
upon the earth.” This wonderful change 
in the ocean's level 19 brought about, Mr. 
Scribner argues, by a change in the earth’s 
center of gravity, and this again is caused 
by the vast accumulation of ice around the 
pole of the hemisphere which is passing 
through its long winter. “We 
have 
supposed this center of gravity of the 
earth,” he says “to be shifted southward, by 
the causes enumerated, about two miles, 
or 10,030 leet. This would increase the 
depth of water in the Southern oceans IO,* 
000 leet, and would decrease the depth of 
water in the Northern oceans 10,000 feet, in 
order to keep their surfaces equi-dlstant 
trom the earth’s center of gravity, or upon 
a water level ; but to increase the depth 
of the ccean in the Southern hemisphere 
by an additional 10,000 feet would be to 
submerge nearly all the lands in the South 
em hemisphere, and to increase the depth 
01 the ocean by 10.000 feet north of the 
equator would result in draining off vast 
continents in the Southern hemisphere. 
This is the exact condition of things which 
the earth to-day presents.” Mr. Scribner 
cites various facts which he believes to be 
confirmatory to these views, and finally 
sums up as follows: “First, the North 
pole is toward the sun while the earth 
passes slowly around the lower portion of 
its orbit. Second, the South pole is 
toward the san while the earth moves 
more rapidly around the shorter portion
